wrote regarding the fate of Raoul Wallenberg, a 
"'Swedish diplomat kidnapped by Soviet forces in Budapest, 

Hungary in 1945# 

The Soviet government recently agreed to receive and assist 
an international commission seeking to determine the fate of 
Raoul Wallenberg. The USSR has agreed to open its prisons and 
archives to the commission, which includes several former 
political prisoners and a member of the Russian parliament. 

This commission traveled to Vladimir prison in August to 
investigate prisoners' reports of seeing Mr. Wallenberg In the 
1950's and later. We are awaiting the commission's report. 


We will continue to press all agencies of the Soviet 
government to be more forthcoming on Mr. Wallenberg and will 
continue until they provide a full and satisfactory account of 
his case. The recent visit by an international commission is a 
beginning and we hope it will lead to a fuller explanation of 
his fate.
